Seeks to Divert Suspicion by Black 
Hand Missive; Says Sire Told 
Him te Kill Mother. 


HANDWRITING BETRAYS YOUTH 


A IT year old boy confessed to the police 
late last night that he murdered his father. 
The boy is Joseph Vacek Jr. 

Hig confession furnished a quick solution 
of a crime that was discovered yesterday at 
noon, when Mra. Joseph Vacek, returning 
to her residence at 2620 South Hamlin ave- 
nue, found her husband dead with a bullet 
through his temple. Vacek was a contractor 
and well to do. ; 

The boy wrote out the confession in labor 
ous longhand. In it he said he killed the 
father because he had ordered the youth to 
slay his mother. The police discredit this 
statement. They have other admissions tend- 
ing to show that the lad shot his father 
through fear of punishment for failing to 
work and bring home hie earnings. 

Boy Says: “I Hated Him.” 

“I killed him. I hated him. I was afraid 
of aim, he said. 

The confession shows the boy had nerved 
himself for the act the day before. The night 
preceding the crime he slept. While his fa- 
ther was dressing yesterday morning the 


. boy shot and killed him. 


Then, to carry. out a plan which he had 
carefully preconceived the murderer threw 
the body on the bed and leid.en-imitation + - 
Black Hand letter on the victim's clothing. 
He pinned it there, trusting to the embodied 
suggestion to throw the police off the track. 
Then he went forth to play. 

The boy’s plan failed. In spite of his care, 
he left three fatal weaknesses in his manu- 
factured evidence. The police picked them 
out last night, and when confronted with 
them the boy, after a four hour fight, gave 
up. Hig surrender was unaccompanied by 
any sign of collapse or repentance. 


His Written Confession to Police. 
The boys written confession follows: 

On the fourth day of August, in the 
morning, my father called me upstairs in 
his bedroom and said if I would do him a 
favor. So I said that I will do it willingly 
only if it won't be too much. He said I will 
try it Take this and put it through the 
old woman's head so thas she should keep 
still.’ 

“I was amazed upon him as he handed 
me the revolver. I emphasized the word 
‘no,’ which angered him greatly, and 
ald I must do it. At the same time he 
promised me good times and he would 
help me if I would be in trouble. I tuld 
him if he don’ shut up im this nonsense I 
would report him to the police. 

He was all frightened when I said it 
and said: ‘If you don’t obey me I will 
beat you so that you will not be able to 
talk, walk, or hear me.“ I refused to 
Obey and started for the door, staying: 
The police will take care of this.” ‘Come 
here,’ he sald, and do as I say.’ 


Would Rather Have Mother Live. 

“I went there and he sprang on me 
and said, ‘Well, we must depart now, 
you first and I after you.’ ‘I'll dare you,’ 
said I, full of vigor and strength. He 
tried, but was too late, ag he sank into 
his bed. ‘I would rather see my mother 
here than you,’ I shouted, and I did. 

Saturday, June 20, me gave me money 
and said a revolver would be handy in 
the house. ‘Keep it to yourself,’ he 
said, ‘but don’t say I have it.“ I did, 
but it was on a watch. I used it on the 
Fourth of July and he gave me a good 
gum of money for getting it for him. I 
returned it later, but told my father I 
ruined it and threw it away. Then later 
he gave me a check for money to go to 
New York. 

“I wanted to go, as I could get a job 
easily there and heave good times. Some- 
thing held me back as to be in a foreign 
land all alone. I kept everything to my- 
self and said now when I seen what he 
wanted to do. After I shot him I cov- 
ered his head, sat down and wrote a letter. 


Wrote Black Hand Letter. 

The letter was found on his body. I 
folded the letter, went downstairs, ran 
upstairs, threw the letter on his body. 
Later I left the front door, went down to 

Frank Martinek's house, 2618 West Tight- 
eenth street. Later we left the house to 
Western Bilectric & Co. for a position. 
Didn't receive any position. Walked 
away, left there about 10:45 a. m. 

We went down Ogden avenue to For- 
ty-third and went to the Burlington rail- 
way tracks and walked east. About a 
block and a half east of Forthieth avenue 
I threw the revolver away unnoticed on 
the south side of the Burlington tracks, 
where I took Lieut. Ptacek, Sergt. Scully, 
and Officers Slad and McGrath, and found 
the revolver where I had thrown it. 

“ JoserH Vac.“ 


Wife Finds Husband Murdered. 

The Vacek family is Bohemian. Vacek 
owned the house he lived in and about $15,000 
worth of additional property. His life was 
insured for $1,000. 

A few minutes after 12 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon he was found dead in bed by his 
wife, Mrs. Barbara Vacek. There was a 
bullet hole through the right temple. The 
bed covers were neatly arranged. The hands

INQUIRY INVOLVES 
BANKS IN CHICAGO 


Relations of Two Local Con- 
cerns to Their Security 
Companies Discussed. 


LEVY MAYER TAKES HAND 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4. - Two important 
developments today marked the inquiry 
which Attorney General Wickersham and 
Secretary MacVeagh are making into the 
practice of national banks owning stocks of 
other banks or corporations through the me- 
4ium of securities companies. ‘ 

Secretary MacVeagh held a conference 
with Attorney Levy Mayer of Chicago, at 
which the relations of the Continental and 
Commercial National bank of Chicago with 
its security company,” the American Trust 
and Savings bank, and the absorption of the 
Hibernian Savings bank were discussed. 
The whole question then wag referred to 
Controller of the Currency Murray for his 
views. 

The conference between Mr. Mayer and 
Mr. MacVeagh was.said to be for the pur- 
pose of determining whether the ruling by 
Attorney General Wickersham in the case 
of the operations of the National City bank 
of New York was likely to involve the Chi- 
cago bank. 

Mr. MacVeagh was chairman of the board 
of directors of the Continental and Commer- 
clal before he entered the cabinet. George 
E. Roberts, national director of the United 
States mint, was president of the Commer- 
clal National bank when it consolidated with 
the Continental. 

Cases Similar in Many Ways, 

Some treasury officials declare there is no 
similarity in the cases of the Continental and 
Commercial and the Nationa] City banks. 
Attorney Mayer, it is understood, claimed 
that a difference between the state banking 
laws of Illinois and New York drew a sharp 
line between the two situations. 

One of the principal points of the attorney 
general's criticism of the connection of the 
National City bank of New York with the 
National City company, it was learned, was 
the linking of the stocks of the two con- 
cerns and the inhibition against the transfer 
of one without the other. 

National bank records in the treasury de- 
partment are said to make it appear that the 
stockholders of the Continental and Com- 
mercial bank participated in the Stock of 
the American Trust and Savings in much 
the same way, and that when the Hibernian 
Savings bank of Chicago, having a capital of 
$1,500,000, was taken over by the Continental 
and Commercial a few weeks ago the capital 
stock of the big bank wes increased from 
$20,000,000 to $21,500,000 and the increase was 
used to take up the stock of the Hibernian. 


Affects 300 National Banks. 
Attorney Mayer, however, was positive ofa 
difference in the situation and his views will 
be considered in the coming inquiry, which is 
expected to review the relations of the First 
National bank of Chicago with the First 
Trust company, the relations of the First 
National bank of New York with the First 
Security company and the cases of some 300 
other nationa! banks which have built up 

affiliations with holding companies 
When Attorney General Wickersham began 
his inquiry the National City company was 
believed to be an isolated case. Officials of

State Board of Health Advises Whiskers 
and Fur of Felines Be Removed or the 
Animals Killed, 


Topeka, Kas., Aug. 4.—[Special.]—Kansas 
cate may have to be shaved. Not only their 
whiskers but all their fur is in peril. This 
is not a feline fashion note, but the advice 
of the state board of health as part of the 
campaign against the spread of deadly dis- 
ease germs. 

The favorite hiding place of the festive mi- 
crobe must be removed or else the cats them- 
selves must be removed, says Dr. Deacon of 
the board. He charges that the cat carries 
more disease germe than any other animal. 

A few months ago a Chicago physician 
stated that he had found six different spe- 
cles of deadly germe on the whiskers of an 
alley cat. Kansas goes the physician one 
better and declares that the cat carries more 
in its thick fur than it does™&po n its whis- 
kers. Hence the order to trim old puss. 

“ Shave the cats,” said Dr. Deacon today. 
“Keep their heir short, just like you would 
that of a horse or dog. If that ig too much 
trouble, kill them, for they are not worth 
much, anyhow.”

Then three more 
ballots were taken and still the lone man 
voted for acquittal. On the fifth ballot he 
jumped over and voted for conviction. 


Looked Like Long Session. 

“I thought after the first ballot was taken 
that we would be there all night. It looked 
aa if it was going to be impossible to con- 
vince the one man that the three were gullty, 
and the other eleven of us never would have 
voted to acquit them.” 

Attorney Charles Erbstein immediately 
made a motion for a new trial and Prosecu- 
tor Robert E. Crowe asked that the argu- 
ments be heard within a week. Judge Kava- 
nagh set no time for the hearing. Mr. Crowe 
also asked for a new bond for the convicted 
men, but this was overruled by the court, 
who held that the present $12,000 bond of 
each was sufficient. 

Judge Kavanagh then dismissed the jury 
after thanking them for their service in the 
eleven day trial. None of the attorneys for 
the defendants had much to say of the ver- 
dict. 

“ We'll appeal the case and knock out that 
verdict." was the comment of Attorney 
James Brady. 

Shows Law Still Lives. 

Prosecutor John E. Northrup said: 

“TI haven't anything to say except that the 
verdict of guilty shows that there still is law 
and order in Chicago and criminale may ex- 
pect to be punished. 

Mr. Crowe said that he had never felt any 
doubt that the state had made its case and 
that the verdict was the only one he expected. 

This conviction of gun men marks the first 
time that labor sluggers have been found 
gullty of a penitentiary offense since the war 
between the Associated Steamfitters and the 
International Steamfitters’ unions started 
last February. 

Three murders and a score of shootings 
and assaults have marked the progress of the 
dispute and armed bands of sluggers have 
met and battled in downtown streets, in 
crowded saloons, and on buildings where the 
rival gangs have worked.

TRUST'S HISTORY 


Tells Congressional Commit- 
tee He Conceived Idea of 
Steel Combination. 


ADVICE GIVEN TO MORGAN 


Not to Control Prices or 
Limit Output. 


New York, Aug. 4.—Charies M. Schwab, 
now a competitor of the United States Steel 
corporation, today revealed that corporation 
before the house committee of inquiry as the 
child of his own brain, reared by J. Pierpont 
Morgan, with the acquiescence, since re- 
gretted, of Andrew Carnegie. 

Mr. Schwab, who.is now president of the 
Bethlehem Steel company, pictured the steel 
corporation as a legal organization, «not 
formed to curtail output, restrict compett- 
tion, or maintain prices, but to develop the 
steel Industry of America. Aside from re- 
citing the inside history of the origin of the 
steel corporation, he gave the committee 
much information relating to traffic mattera, 
ore properties, and steel manufacturers. 

The witness denied that the Brussels con- 
ference of steel manufacturers of the world, 
from which he returned recently, had any- 
thing to do with fixing prices. 


Never Mentioned Prices. 

J want to assure you,” he said “ that at 
no time was the question of price or division 
of business territory even mentioned. We 
were there to tell the exact truth, it seems to 
me, and to have a good time.” 

Representative Sterling of Illinois led Mr. 
Schwab into a general discussion of the tariff 
on steel, particularly as to the relations of the 
business in this country and Germany. 

The real purpose of the tariff on steel,“ 
Mr. Sterling suggested, is to protect you in 
the home market. You say you can manufac- 
ture rails as cheaply as Germany and you 
still have the advantage in that they must 
transport to our market?“ 

Tes, but Germany can now transport to 
our Pacific coast for less than we can ship 
from Pittsburg to the coast, said Mr. 
Schwab. 

“I do not want to argue the tariff,” he 
continued, “ but I cannot, for the life of me, 
see any disadvant@ge to America from liberal 
protection. It seems to me to be a mistake 
to have the tariff so low that a foreign com- 
petitor can even reach our Pacific coast. 
That is not the practice of Germany, France, 
Austria, or Italy, or of any tountry except 
England.“ 

“You could make rails for less than $28 a 
ton and still make some profit, couldn’ t you!“ 
Mr. Beall inquired. 

O. yes,“ was Mr. Schwab's reply, “ but 
I think $28 a ton is too low. Asa matter of 
face, since I have been president of the 
Bethlehem Steel company we never have 
sold rails for less than $30. We have sold 
them as high as $55 a ton 


Tells History of Organization. 

Mr. Schwab was questioned about the in- 
corporation of the United States Stee) corpo- 
ration Just prior to that he said he was 
president of the Carnegie Steel company. 

“Did you actively participate in negotia- 
tions prior to the foundation of the United 
States Steel corporation?’ asked Chairman 
Stanley. 

I did.“ 

„I believe you first suggested the organ- 
ization of that corporation? 

“TI can’t answer categorically as to that. 
but it was a subject that had been on my 
mind for some time.“ 

The chairman asked Mr. Schwab to tell 
the whole story about Andrew Carnegie’s 
desire to dispose of his property, the pre- 
liminary conferences with J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan and his part in the plans which devel- 
oped into the formation of the United States 
Steel corporation. 


Outlined Plan in Speech. 

“Tam very glad of the opportunity,” Mr. 
Schwab began, once and for all definitely 
to tell the story about which there has been 
s0 many misstatements and so much mis- 
information. 

“In the fall of 1899 J. Edward Simmons, @ 
prominent New York banker, and Mr. Charles 
Stewart Smith gave mea dinner at the Uni- 
versity club. There were present Mr. Mor- 
gan, Mr. Carnegie, and seventy or eighty 
prominent New York financiers. 

There I made an address, and chose as 
a subject for my remarks the future de- 
velopments of manufacturing steel in the 
United States. I explained the great ad- 
vantage to be gained by the organization 
of such a corporation as United States Steel. 
I outlined what became later the steel cor- 
poration.“ 

I gave my reasons in detail.“ Mr. Schwab 
continued. “I ghowed first how I thought 
that, instead of many companies manufac- 
turing the same line of goods, by organiza- 
tion many companies could get together and 
manufacture different items. That would 
result in great ecenomy. 

“I showed, secondly, how by such an or- 
genization there woul be creat economy in 
distribution in my proposal there was no 
thought of Hmitation of production or the 
maintenance of price 


Explained Details to Morgan. 

Some time after that dinner 1 was at 
Pittsburg and received a message from John 
W. Gates asking me to meet J. P. Morgan the 
next day in Philagelphia,” the witness went 
on. “I told him I would. I went to Phila- 
delphla and there received word from Mr. 
Gates that Mr. Morgan was sick. I came to 

New York and saw Mr. Morgan at his home. 
‘ As soon as I met Mr. Morgan he asked me 
to go over again in detail the suggestion I 
made at the University club dinner. I talked 
with him on the subject for several hours 
expounding my ideas of forming the organi- 
“gation of the steel manufacturers. Mr. Mor- 
gan told me that he was convinced of the ad- 
vantages of such an organization and he 
asked me if I could get a price from Mr; Car- 
negie for his steel plants. I told him I would 

see. 


Carnegie, but about a week later I spent the 
day with Mr. Carnegie, and when a favorable 
opportunity presented itself I told him what 
was in my mind and that Mr. Morgan had 
requested me to get a price for his steel 
plant. 

“I advised Mr. Carnegie that, in view of 
his advanced age and his philanthropic ideas 
of life, he ought to sell. I tolé him I thought 
that he would be henefited by such a sale. 


Carnegie Reluctant to Sell. 

“Mr. Carnegie received the proposition 
with a great deal of reluctance, but finally 
he agreed to sell. It is my private opinion 
that shortly afterward he very much re- 
gretted it. 

“I got a price from Mr. Carnegie and 
took it to Mr. Morgan. Beyond being con- 
sulted about details with reference to the 
properties I had nothing further to do with

Murderer Leaves Death Note. 

The note follows: 

To Mrs. Vacek: Your husband is now 
where he wanted you to be. He told usif 
we killed you he would give us $500 and 
we failed. The lad that came late spoiled 
it on us. We had to giveup. So we asked 
him for the coin anyway, and he did not 
give it to us, so we got even. I am a per- 
fect gentleman and a friend of yours. Do 
not mourn for this guy, as he is a coward. 
¥ours truly, B. H. 
The note was decorated with crude draw- 

ings of daggers and other insignia-of death. 

Dr. Charles Lunak, who was called by Mrs. 
Vacek, declared that the man had been dead 
at least three hours. After calling the phy- 
sician Mrs. Vacek telephoned the Lawndale 
police station. 

Lieut. Ptacek and Detective McGrath re- 
sponded. They found themselves confronted 
by any number of possibilities.. First, Vacek 
had been a quick tempered and erratic man 
with many enemies. He had enough money 
to make him a shining mark for blackmail- 
ing plots. He had quarreled with every mem- 
ber of his household, again and again, and 
with many of the neighbors. His wife had 
on one occasion been put under bond herself 
to keep the peace. 


Puzzling Facts Confront Police. 

The strange note was contrived to send 
them off the right track. To this was added 
the report of a disinterested neighbor,, who 
had heard two revolver shots about 9:30 
o’clock on the preceding night, this being ap- 
proximately tne time at which Vacek retired. 
Furthermore, the location of Vacek's room 
and of his bed was plainly accessible te any 
one from the exterior. 

Any one who had killed bim from the in- 
skie would have been compelled to pass 
through a room occupied by Anna and Hattie 
Vacek, his two daughters. From the outside 
the slayer could have climbed up onto a 
shed and shot into the bedroom from a win- 
dow that was open. Absence of powder 
marks indicated that the bullet had been 
fired from a distance. 


Begin Process of Elimination. 

The detectives considered this evidence ali 
indicating that Vacek had been shot from 
the outside; then they began to investigate 
the possibilities of his being killed gp a 
member of his family. 

Mrs. Vacek was eliminated at once. She 
could not write English, therefore she could 
not write the note. Her story of her hus- 
band’s movements during the night and 
morning was therefore taken as credible. 
She said that Thursday night he went to bed 
about 9:30 o'clock. 

Annie, Hattie, and a brother. John Vacek, 
went to work at 7 O clock yesterday morning. 
About 6 oclock, the girls said, their father 
passed through their room to the bathroom, 
leaving the door open as he went out. They 
recognized him by a characteristic cough. 
They heard him return. 


Father Was Late Sleeper. 

After the departure of the two daughters 
and the older son, Mrs. Vacek said she car- 
ried the beds on which the two boys had been 
sleeping into the room where her husband 
was. He was still sleeping peacefully. She 
did not wake him, as he was a sufferer from 
insomnia, and became greatly irritated when 
awakened before he had had his sleep out. 
Fifteen minutes later she returned on an- 
other errand to find him still asleep. That 
was the last Mrs. Vacek ever saw her hus- 
band alive. 

Her story sufficed to eliminate the two 
daughters and the older son, John, from the 
situation. There then remained one other 
possibility—Joseph, the younger son:

Driven with Mules by Husband, 

When we got there he tied my hands be- 
hind my back.

He held 
one end of the rope and when I walked slow 
he punched me in the back with the handle 
of the rairroad flag Frank had dropped and 
he had picked up. 

He made me go around the field six times 
and he kept cursing me. When I fell down 
once he kicked me and made me get up.

He took me to the house and slapped me. 
He went out and got a whip and kept me 
awake all night. The next day I took my 
babies and went to Kansas City.“

INSTALL MANY ‘TICK’ ‘PHONES 


Company’s Officials Seek to Fore- 
stall Council Fight. 


SUNNY ISSUES STATEMENT. 


Declares ‘‘Nickel First’’ Machines No 
Novelty; Give Best Service, 


Installation of tick- tick telephones 
throughout the city is being hastened. Large 
crews of electriciane are placing them in a 
number of exchanges so that the entire 
service may be equipped with the nickel 
first boxes before the city council holds its 
first meeting, Sept. 25. 

This is the formal reply of the company 
to declarations of war against the criticised 
device. President B. E. Sunny yesterday 
issued a statement saying that the modified 
coin receiver le an advance toward greater 
efficiency and declared the intention of con- 
tinuing to install them. 


Text of Sunny’s Statement. 

Mr. Sunny's statement in part follows: 

There is a mistaken idea that it is a new 
move on the part of the Chicago Telephone 
company to install ‘ nickel first’ coin boxes 
in place of nickel last. As a matter of 
fact, the telephone company has been in- 
stalling ‘nickel first’ telephones for the 
last five years. On June 30 the number in 
service was 28,420. The company expects 
shortly to have the ‘nickel first’ box in- 
stalled throughout Chicago. 

There ie no foundation for the complaint 
against the ‘nickel first’ box because of 
fire and police calls. The exchanges equipped 
with the ‘ nickel first’ box during the three 
months, May, June, and July, handled 1,137 
fire calls and 6,123 police calls without a 
single complaint from the subscribers, the 
police, or fire department, of delay on the 
part of the teiephone. 

“The ‘nickel first’ box is a distinct step 
in the right direction and the telephone com- 
pany is going to a large expense to Adopt this 
box because it is in the interest of first class 
telephone service to do 60.“ 


Ald. Britten Promises Fight. 

The promises of council opposition came 
from Ald. Fred A. Britten and others, who 
stated thet they will bring before the first 
meeting an ordinance based on the opinion 
of Corporation Counsel Sexton that the city 
has full power te prohibit the change in 
equipment. 

Ald. Britten declared that the company 
could not collect a nickel for a request for 
the time of day even ona nickel fret in- 
strument. He asserted that no charge could 
be as no connection had been given, 
and that the only thing the company could 
do would be to refuse to answer the question 
and return the nickel deposited.

It is alleged that four or five men at the 
postoffice each gave $300 toward financing 
the racing meet when it was found that the 
association did not have sufficient funds to 
do it.

The car- 
riers’ association was to get the proceeds 
from the remaining day. 

When it came to settling up, however, the 
carriers kept all of the money. 

None of the money, it is asserted, was 
turned over to the men who had financed 
the meet. These men found themselves out 
the $300 each which they had advanced.

City’s Counsel Says Employes Are 
Benefited by Ordinance. :

CHIEF WILL ENFORCE rr. 


Receives Opinion Outlining Applica- 
tion of Council’s Measure. 


Take down the old office towel next 
Wednesday evening. If it ie hanging on the 
wall Thursday morning its presence there 
will constitute a violation of the municipal 
code, 

This ie the news carried by an opinion 
handed down by Loring R. Hoover, assistant 
corporation counsel, yesterday. The opinion 
has the approval of Corporation Counsel 
Sexton. It was given at the request of Chief 
of Police McWeeny, who asked for an analy- 
sis of the roller towel ordinance passed July 
17, which goes into effect next Thursday. 


Chief to Enforce Law. 

“This ordinance therefore includes leva- 
tories or washrooms maintained for the use 
of employés generally,” was the closing sen- 
tence of the opinion, and to this drastic ex- 
tent Chief McWeeny declared the law will 
be enforced. 

The opinion in part follows: 

“* Public lavatory or washroom’ as used 
in said ordinance means any lavatory or 
washroom in any building or place which is 
open to the use of or accessible to any person 
or persons than the owner or person or per- 
sons in charge or control of said lavatory 
or washroom. 


Explains Where Applicable. 

Where any lavatory or washroom is open 
to the use of the public generally or the em- 
ployés of the owner, or person or persons in 
charge or control of said lavatory or wash- 
room generally, such lavatory or washroom 
is subject to the provisions of the ordinance 
referred to herein.” 

The ordinance, which was presented by Dr. 
Willis O. Nance, alderman from the Seventh 
ward. 


JUDGE PETIT CHIEF WITNESS

PECK MEASURES? 


City Sealer Expects Council to 
Order Retailers to Sell 
by Weight. 


HOUSEWIVES LOSE MONEY 
Dealers Profit by Not Heaping 
Vegetables Up to Full Re- 
quirements. 


Off with the peck measure and on with the 
scales! 

The peck measure, long the standard unit 
of quantity by which housewives ordered 
the daily supply of vegetables, ie doomed 
to obscurity and destruction in Chicago. rr 
is destined to be consigned to the rubbish 
heap or to adorn the kitchen window sill as 
am improvised geranium pot. 

At least this future was predicted for it 
yesterday by City Sealer Peter Zimmer. He 
hopes to see a city ordinance passed whereby. 
the peck measure and its family of smaller 
measures will be abolished. The ordinance,» 
copy of which is now under advisement by the 
legal department of the city, provides that 
potatoes and other eatables now sold by peck 
measure shall be meted out to the housewife 
by standard avoirdupois weight. 


When a Peck Is Not a Peck. 

The peck measure is a good thing from the 
viewpoint ot the dealer, but is directly the 
opposite as far as the housewife is com 
cerned, says Mr. Zimmer. It yearly cheats 
her out of thovands of dollars, he says, while 
adding the deficit to the income of the dealer, 
This ie because the peck measure is in most 
cases really not a peck measure at all, but 
permits the dealer to sell five pecks to nearly 
every bushel he buys. according to Mr. Am- 
mer. 

“In the early part of the sums «r potatoes 
and a number of other vegetables are 
heavier, because they contain more water at 
that season of tne year, said Deputy Chief 
Sealer W. F. Cluett. “Later they become 
more mealy and dry. The housewife then 
gets about twelve or thirteen pounds to the 
peck. According to law, © * equals Gf- 


teen pounds. 


Law Orders It “Heaping.” 

“The general public is not familiar with 
the law which requires that in selling pota- 
toes the dealer must not only fill the meat ure 
level with the rim but must peck a * heaving 
cone ot them on top. 

The chief offenders in ‘‘shortweighting’* the 
public are peddlers, according to Mr. Zimmer. 
Since the beginning of the year 105 persons 
have been arrested by deputy sealers, and 
$1,820 in fines has been levied. The lergest 


percentage are peddlers. 

Recently a bill was passed by the legista- 
ture giving the officials of cities, towns, and 
villages the power to abolish all dry measures 


used in the weighing of foodstuff. 
The measure to be placed before the city 
council probably will be referred to a com- 


mittee within a few weeks.

State's attorney's office.” 

White denied a sworn statement by WII- 
Ham C. Eliendorf, clerk in an East St. Louis 
hotel, that he had telephoned to Mr. Frank 
Hammer, secretary to Mr. James Keeley, 
editor of THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE, and said 
that unless he got money quick he would 
denounce his whole story as untrue. 

White denied the testimony before the 
senate last winter offered by James W. 
Doyle, a machinist of the Wabash railroad 
company; William H. Stearmer, assistant 
manaker of the Briggs Hotel company of 
Chicago; Charles H. Simmons, a Chicago 
cortractor; Representative Thomas Curran, 
and William J. Bell, a Chicago street railway 
employé. He said he did not know and had 
mever met Doyle, Simmons, or Bell. 

As to Curran, who testified that White 
wrged him to hold up the women’s ten hour 
bill, in the hope of getting money from such 
action, he told the committee he had been 
always in favor of this measure and had 
voted for it. 

At the close of the session this afternoon 
Chairman Dillingham suggested to Mr. Han- 
ecy that he thought the examination of 
White should be brought to a speedy close. 
Mr. necy said another half hour would 
finish his interrogation. 

H. J. C. Beckemeyer, a representative in 
the Forty-sixth general assembly, who con- 
fessed, he received money for his vote for 
Lorimer, will be the next witness examined. 


. Admits Deceiving of Browne. 

When the cross examination of White was 
resumed by Mr. Hanecy the conversation 
between Lee O’'Nell Browne and White re- 
garding the raising of $1,000 to assist 
in the reélection of Representative James 
F. Morris as the secretary of the state Fed- 
’ eration of Labor was recounted at length. 
White said he lied to Browne in saving he 
would help Morris, 

MR. HANECY—You were deliberately 
scheming to deceive Browne and lie to him 
and defeat Morris, were you not? 

MR. WHITE—Well, I did not want Morris 
elected. 

MR. HANECY—And you did not°want 
Browne to think you were against him, be- 
cause Browne might take some other action 
to help elect him? : 

MR. WHITE—I did not want him to raise 
the money. That is what I did not want him 
to do. : 

Mr. Hanecy wanted to know if Browne 
was opposed to Edwin R. Wright, president 
of the state federation; if Wright was not 
an appointee of Gov. Deneen, and if Wright 
had not sent White to Medill McCormick. 

MR. WHITE—You cannot put Medill Mc- 
Cormick there, because I have never said that 
he said to see Medill McCormick.

White said he paid part of the expenses 
when the downstate investigation was being 
made by Tierney and himself.

Advancement of Chicago Man Urged 
by Many Illinois Friends. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 4.—{Special. It 
was learned today that Charles Page Bryan 
of Chicago, United States minister to Bel- 
gium, will succeed Thomas J. O’Brien as 
United States ambassador to Japan. Mr.

Mr. Bryan's ad- 
vancement to the post of Japan has been 
urged upon President Taft by many of his 
Illinois friends.

New Writer's Essays: 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

HE SILENCES OF THE MOON,” Is 

the soliciting title of a group of es- 
„ says by Henry Law Webb. Mr. 
Webb is, it may be surmised, a new 

writer. but he is one of sufficient 
originality to commend him to John Lane 
company, who publish his book. That it 
is the book of a scholar is apparent almost 
with the first sentence. Not that it is academic. 
Quite the contrary. The scholarship is zestful, 
the classicism is almost passionate, and the 
whole tqne is that of an ardent neophyte who 
cannot sufficiently associate himself with the 
great masters. 

Literature is a vast structure which never is 
to be completed while man records his thought. 
And in this structure many styles of architec- 
ture, many schools of decoration, are evident; 
and every now and then there comes one who

bears about him, at the very beginning, the 
marks of the consecrate apprentice. It was so 
with Maurice Hewlett, for example. It was 60 


with W. H. Mallock, with H. Belloc, and with 
many and many another. It is so—in what de- 
gree it is now too soon to say—with this young 
man who writes about anything that comes 
into his mind and who moves, it is plain, a 
confident citizen in the Republic of Ideas. He 
needs no horologue, for time is of little ac- 
count in that country. The words that Plato 
spoke are of as much importance as those of 
the man of today, and of no more importance, 
save by reason of intringic worth. For one 
who dwelis in that most enduring of common- 
wealths there is no death. There is no yester- 
day. Distance is destroyed. The past and the 
present are united; the high and low are as 
brothers; race is a. forgotten incident; country 
a geographical accident. 


— 

That this gentle writer ie “hard ridden by 
his dreams” he would be the last to deny. He 
has, for a time at least, given himself up to 
delicate reflections. He is thinking of things 
that Morris, or Ruskin, or Rossetti might have 
thought of: He has emotions which Pater 
might have shared. If he expresses them in 
his own way, and now and then somewhat dif- 
fidently, that Is not to his blame. 

He makes an art of selection: No doubt he 
sees the whole of a street scene, or a country 
landscape, but he has no mind to talk of un- 
interesting things. He puts them aside not 
as being contemptible, but as heing negligible. 
He takes them for granted and passes them 
by, to concern himself with beauty and fine 
abstraction. He contrives, quite casually, to 
talk about books and women, Christianity and 
paganism, nature and town, life and death, 
and he does it all speculatively, as if his eyes 
were half closed and all the jangle of the 
streets passed him by. He has made a young, 
wise, wistful, eloquent book —not a very large 
one—and given promise of genuine power. His 
utterance will deepen, and his. quaint occasional 
didacticism. disappear. But his felicity of 
phrase and his power of.collating things rare 
and strange will abide with him and win him, 
let it be hoped, many friends among those 
whom he would wish to have as his appraisers.

John Galsworthy, in a whimsical mood, has 
written a play an act long, which he calls “ The 
Little Dream.” (Charles Scribner’s Sons.) It is 
situated in the Alps, and the characters are a 
mountain girl, a climber, a cowherd, the moun- 
tains, the flowers, and many shadowy things 
such as the rons of sleep, the form of what 
is made by work) forms of death, and dancing, 
and forms of things in books.

They are lifted 
out of their invigibility and made as beings 
which set up their claim for supremacy. Love 
of town, love of solitude, love of earthly- love, 
and love of God, love of struggle, and love of 
peace all make their arguments. The whole is 
only a dream which th ountain girl has, but 
in the dream are foreshadowed all of the com- 
promises her true and higher self will be com- 
pelled to make with the world. It is an ex- 
quistte thing, no more to be handled by the re 
viewer than a thistledown. At first touch it 
seems to dissolve into nothingness. It is a 
thing to read at the perfect moment. It 16 
too vague, too delicate and illusive to hold its 
own amid the cares of the day. Its enchant- 
ment is for twilight, but once read, it will cling 
to the memory as beautiful and fragile things 
often do, with a tenacity which sturdier imag- 


inings lack. \

the woman who is afraid of a mouse; the col- 
lege boys who study football; about the kiss 
that sounds like a cow pulling her ‘foot out of 
the mud, and so on and so on. Now and then 
an expression is quaint. But the book, upon 
the whole, is an affiiction—moreover, it is an 
aMiiction of the archeozoic period.

His Autobiography. 


BY JEANNETTE L. GILDER. 
LFRED AUSTIN, the poet laureate of 
England. would be all right if he 
didn’t want to be a poet. His prose 
has great charm, and I am sure from 
what 1 hear of him that he has personal 
charm, and it is only whén he writes poetry 
that he is not up to the mark. As a laureate 
he may compare with some of his early prede- 
cessors, but following Tennyson has put him 
to a great disadvantage. 

I have before me two volumes of THE AU- 
TOBIOGRAPHY OF ALFRED AUSTIN” (Mac- 
millan), which is interesting reading. He writes 
of men and women and places and literature, 
all most entertainingly; his two volumes are 
well worth reading. He is a little egotistical, 
as one must be to write one’s autobiography 
and have it published during one’s lifetime, 
but that is @ small matter. 

— * 

The poet laureate was born on the 30th of 
May, 1835, at Headingly, near Leeds. His 
father, grandfather, and great-grandfather be- 
fore him followed the business of wool stapler. 

The father of Alfred Austin was particularly 
fond of poetry and his reading of “ The Lady 
of the Lake had a marked effect upon his 
son. From the time he read the first canto, 
the son writes, “I regarded poetry as the great- 
est thing in life, and to be a poet the most 
of all things to be desired. I think so still.” 
By the time that young Alfred was 14 he had 
written a long narrative poem which he tried 
to get a local publisher to publish, but unsuc- 
cessfully. One firm offered to publish the book 
4f the writer would put up £30 toward expenses. 
When he wrote to his father and asked him if 
he would provide the £30 the reply came 
through an elder brother, and was to the effect 
that Alfred was “ Not to make a fool of himself. 
but to stick to his legal studies.” This did not 
daunt him, and he wrote to an uncle to see if 
he would grubstake him to the amount of £30, 
and a létter came back and the check came with 
the letter. Seventeen copies of this beok, which 
was called Randolph,” were sold, though it 
was published anonymously, in deference to his 
parents’ wishes. The fact that it only sold 
seventeen copies did not seem to dampen the 
spirits of the poet, for he immediately set to 
work to write another one called “Love and 
Liberty.” This was followed by still another 
one called “The Season,” a satire which at- 
tracted some little attention, and was described 
by some one as being the best satire since 
Byron’s English Bards and Scotch Reviewers. 

Wool stapling was apparently a lucrative 
business, for Headingly, the house where the 
poet was born, was a beautiful place, and his 
father seemed to have plenty of money to give 
him, so that he might travel around, and he 
did. He describes his visit to Rome and other 
Italian cities. In Italy he met T. Adolphus 
Trollope, whose villa is still pointed out to 
sightseers. 

— 

There is a good deal about Bismarck in this 
autobiography. Mr. Austin had several inter- 
views with Bismarck, which he wrote ofit at 
length at the time, and which are here pub- 
Ushed as he then wroteathem. It was after 
Sedan. The first interview was not a long one. 
The next one was more important: 

The following day I had another and a longer inter- 
view with Count Bismarck; not quite across the wa)- 
nuts and wine, but over, at least, that champagne in 
the heart of whose native soil we are, and which ts now 
flowing so freely down German throats. He was full of 
talk, and all of the liveliest: kind. We shall stay Mere 
tomorrow, I think,“ he said. and perhaps the day 
after. We must give the Parisians time to cook in 
their own juice.” He made very merry over the new 
French ministry, of whose composttion I now heard for 
the first time. But he Mad also hia jokes against bis 
own .countrymen, He had just received a letter from 
home. ‘* My wite writes,“ he said, that I complain 
of our German bands and their bad music, but adds 
that they are just as badly off in that respect at 
Frankfort.“ I inquired about his son, who, I heard, 
had lost both legs at Mars-la-Tour. He answered mer- 
rity that he was Lit only tn one, and that one he should 
save, though the ball went in at the thigh and came 
out near the knee. He and his horse and the saddle 
had five wounds among them—the horse two, the saddle 
One, and thk rider two. It is well.“ he sald, “ the 
French fire“ so hurriedly and at such a distance, for 
their weapons are magnificent. But every sporteman

of partridges, instead of covering a single bing. You 


bit none. Thgt ts their case, luckily for us.” 


Mr. Austin was the correspondent of the 
Londen Standard, which wag then, if not the 
Organ, at least one of the mainstays of the 
Tory party. So admirably had Mr. Austin done 
his work as war correspondent that when H. 
W. Mudford became editor and manager he was 
Offered an editorial position at a large salary, 
but the poet declared that an offer of ten times 
the sum suggested would not induce him to give 
up his country life, not only for its own sake, 
but because it secured for him freedom and 
leisure for the dedication of such capacity as 
I might have to poetry.” 

— 

It is interesting to read what one laureate 
has to say about another, and in this connection 
I quote what Alfred Austin writes of Alfred 
Tennyson: 

It is with pleasure I recall my/ac@uaintance with 
the greatest poet of our time, and certainly the most 
popular, my never to be forgotten predecessor in the 
laureateship. It was not till the year 1884 that Mrs. 
Stuart-Hodgson signified to me tilt Tennyson would like 
to see me. I found Am seated at the tea table, and 
Lady Tennyson lying on the sofa not far from him—his 
hands were crippled with gout and, in pouring out some 
tea for me, he alluded to this, saying, Do you take 
sugar? They won't let me have any. Look bere! I 
could not belp noticing his Lincolnshire intonation, fa- 
millar enough to me, born in a neighboring county, and 
the suave, fastidious: utterance of his invalid com- 
panion, 

On my saying it was good of him to let me come to 
see him and Lady Tennyson he replied, with something 
as gracious a6, 1 fancy, he ever permitted himself to 
say to any one, and at once manifested his undying 
sensitivenecss by adding, 
me and safa I had taken one of my lines from Keats. 
‘Did 12" I aa. At any rate, it was long. ago.” 
He had liberated his mind about it, and went on to 
say I never could see I was so like Keats. As I 
thought the remark was made half inquiringly, I obd- 
served tliat every great poet is the child and descendant 
of all precedigg great poets, at least for a time, and 
until he gets his own voice completely, and that Keats 
seemed to me, as to many others, his more immediate 
ancestor. This seemed to satisfy him. 


He walked with me as fas as the wooden gate thet | 


led into the lane I had come by, and, in answer to my 
expressing tl hope I should be welcome if I came to 
see him again, be said, but in 4 half gruff manner, as 
though he disliked saying anything agreeable, *‘1I shall 
always be glad to see you.” But just before this au 
revoir’ he said to me, as we leaned over the gate, 
What a vulgar people the English are. They come 
here to watch for me; and when tlky see me they 
exclaim, quite joudly, ‘ There’s Tennyson,’ I repeated 
this afterward to Mrs. Stuart Hodgson, whereupon she 
said that he would have been much more annoged if 
they had not come,

“THE MAJESTY OF THE LAW.” 

On Thursday a jury in the Criminal court 
found guilty two men for a brutal assault 
upon à girl employed at the Windermere 
hotel. 
The result was a riot of sympathizers 
with the accused, a riot in a courtroom from 
which both the complaining witness and 
the jurymen had to be rescued by officers.

Concealing his anger, he induced his wife 
to accompany him from London to his an- 
cestral home at Bretby park. On arriving 
there he taxed her, for the first time, with 
unfaithfulness, and declared that he pro- 
posed to kéep her at Bretby hall ag a prisoner 
for the remainder of her life. She pro- 
tested her innocence, whereupon he finally 
declared that he would believe her if she 
would pledge to him her innocence while 
taking the sacraments. She succumbed be- 
fore the communion service in the chapel at 
Bretby hall had been brought to a close, 
within a few minutes only after having par- 
taken of the sacramental wine. 

Lori Chesterfield professed to see in this 
an evidence of her guilt and a divine punish- 
ment fOr her wickedness in perjuring her- 
self over the sacraments, and intimated as 
much to his relatives and friends, though 
ascribing her death, as far as the general 
public was concerned, to the plague, not- 
withstanding the fact that Bretby escaped 
any visitation thereof. 

— 

The general understanding, however, has 
always been that the earl either himself in- 
serted a violent poison in the sacramental 
wine, or else caused his chaplain to do s0, 
thus murdering the countess, and it is a mat- 
ter of note that his own daughter-in-law, 
Lady Elizabeth Saville, daughter of George. 
Marquis of Halifax, and who became third 
Countess of Chesterfield, whenever she dined 
with him, or met him anywhere at dinner, in- 
sisted on bringing with her her own wine.

Bretby hall stands in a large and beauti- 
ful deer park, covering an area of some 4,000

It is believed to be the 
oldest tree in the united kingdom, and per- 
haps, for the matter of that, in all Europe.

Bretby hall was during the civil war the ob- 
ject of a long siege on the part of the par- 
liamentarians, being held by the first Earl 
of Chesterfield for King Charle Ul- 
mately, finding that defense was noVionger 
possible, he, at the instance of his wife, made 
his escape through the lines of the besiegers, 
in order to join the king, she remaining to 
parley with the enemy. The officers, of the 
besieging force were so much moved by the 
gallantry of the besieged and by the heroism 
which she personally had displayed that 
when the place fell they entreated her to give 
their mem some relatively trifling gifts in 
money and wine, in order to prevent them 
from pillaging the hall. Lady Chesterfield, 
however, declined to give a penny plece for 
the foes of her king and consequently the 
hall was pillaged and partially burned. 
In the reign of Charles II. and James II. 
It was rebuilt.

That this is 
no fault of the law itself 18 equally apparent. 
The great wonder is that some of the good 
people you refer to in your editorial and who 
have stood as the sponsors and in some cases 
dictators for the system have been blind to 
the abuses that have gradually crept in. Per- 
haps it is because they are absent from the 
city so much. The chief difficulty seems to be 
that there is no adequate supervision of so- 
called probation officers. With a chief and 
an assistant spending practically all their 
time in the office and officers making out 
their own reports as to time put in and work 
accomplished, what else can be expected? 
Probation work, if it amounts to anything, 
is a work in practical education for correct 
living.

TENTERS ON THE BEACH. 

Chicago, Aug. 3.—[To the Friend of 
the People. I—In reading the article in 
the last Sunpayr’s telling of the 
insanitary conditions of tents on Lake 
avenue south of Seventy-sixth street I 
feel the necessity of doing justice to the 
tenters. e have the necessary toilet 
privileges at the corner, 125 feet from 
camp grounds—two closets with flush 
tanks, connected with sewer. Papers are 
burned daily, and garbage taken away 
semi-weekly by the city garbage wagon 
from the corner. -The article last week 
claims that there are eight tents con- 
taining forty people. This is a mistake. 
There are ten tents containing twenty- 
five people. Most of our tenters are em- 
ployed downtown, and come to the tents 
in the evening and leave in the morning, 
leaving only about half a dozen perma- 
nent tenters on the grounds in the day. 
All tents are screened; also fining rooms 
are all screened, as a protection against 
flies. All ténts have solid floors nailed 
down, so it is impossible to bury garbage 
in tents as stated. 

I, in my work as a nurse, find it a treat 
to live in God's open country, in a tent on our 
beautiful Lake Michigan for a couple cf 
months in the summer after working with 
the sick in the crowded city during the 
rest of the year.

Balked in Attempt. 


TRACK OFFICIALS FACE JAIL.

Court Places Blame for Failure of Pool 
Sellers to Appear for Trial. 


Detroit, Mich, Aug. 4.—An attempt by 
Justice of the Peace Randolph this after- 
noon to abolish betting at the grand circuit 
races ended in failure, so far as immediate 
results were concerned. The justice sent 
Constable Wood to the track armed witha 
warrant for the arrest of Silver Bl Riley, 
a pool seller, and two other warrants made 
out in the name of John Doe.” * 
After serving papers on three men, Wood 
held a conference with President Fred Postal 
of the Detroit Driving club, turning the 
papers over tothe race official. Wood claims 
President Postal guaranteed the appear- 
ance in Justice Randolph's court tonight of 
the men wanted. 

Betting was resumed in a few minutes, but 
the postponement of the races on account of 
rain occurred just at that time, o that few more 
Wagers were made. No attempt was made to 
prevent the cashing of tickets neid %y lucky specu- 
lators. 

At the time set for the hearing no one appeared. 
When President Postal was appealed to. it is said 
he informed the justice that Constable Wood had 
not served the papere on the men really wanted 
and, consequéntly, he had no power to pro luce 
them in court. 

Justice Randolph thereupon announced that he 
would issue warrants tomorrow morning for the 
arrest of President Postal and other officers of 
the driving club. Furthermore, he said. he would 
cause the arrest of all pool sellers and bookmak- 
ers who attempt to do business during the races, 
and of all other persons in any Way responsible 
for the placing of wagers. 

Announcement was made tonight by the officers 
of the Driving club that the races scheduled for 
tomorrow will be run off régardlees of whatever 
action Justice Rendolph may take.
